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328 N the method of education which is fol- 
4 lowed at Weſtminſter School, it foath 
0 always been a principal object, to im! , 
preſs ſtrongly on the minds of the ſcholars the 
important truths of religion and morality. With 
this view they are frequently employed in exerciſes 
ſelected from the holy ſcriptures. | 

That this obje& might be purſued with more 
uniformity, and a better effect, it has been pro- 
poſed to form a courſe of leſſons, by collecting 
from the four goſpels, the moſt eaſy and inſtruc- 
tive. paſſages of our Saviour's diſcourſes and ac- 
tions. Omitting ſuch parts, as ſeem more ſuited 
to the ſtudies of the learned, than the capacities 
of ſuch young ſcholars. 

In diſpoſing theſe materials, it has been thought 
adviſeable to range them under diſtinct heads, not 
following, the order of time, but according to the 
ſimilarity of the ſubjects, and to aim at giving, in a 
courſe of exerciſes, a ſyſtem of the moral virtues, 
every branch of which is entirely formed on the life 
and doctrines of our bleſſed Lord and Maſter. 

This is attempted in the following papers, as 
will appear by the contents of the three firſt books. 
In the fourth, moſt of the leſſons are intended for 
poetical exerciſes, and are drawn up in a different 
manner from the other books, a particular ac- 
count of which will be given in the firſt page of 


that part.

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The paſſages taken from the other parts of 
ſcripture (of which there are ſeveral; particularly in 
che ſecond book) are always diſtinguiſhed, by 
being printed | in Italic characters. 

The whole is drawn up in the form of. a con- 
tinued narration, as in that ſhape it is more like- 
ly to gain the attention of the ſcholars, and to im- 
preſs itfelf more deeply on their memories, than 
if the precepts only had been ſelected without in- 
ſerting the hiſtory. By this method it is hoped 
that the inſtruction may be more forcibly incul- 
cated, through the united operation of Precept, 
example and religion. 

Io explain and enforce the leading principle 
in the ſeveral leſſons, there are ſubjoined to each 
the ſentiments of the moſt eminent divines, par- 
ticularly Dr. Barrow. Theſe are drawn up in the 

form of colle&s or meditations, and adapted to 
the circumſtances of the perſons for who uſe 
they are principally intended. 

In excuſe for the many imperfeRtions which 

this collection of prayers may have, it is hoped the 
reader will remember, that though a better might 
have been made, yet all human forms of devotion, 
when immediately joined to the leſſons of ſerip- 
ture, muſt appear to the greateſt Gaara by 
ſo near a compariſon, 


Another greater and ſtill more important uſe is 
intended to be ſerved by this collection. It is in- 
tended that it ſhould be conſtantly uſed (not only 
in the fchool for tranſlz:ions and other exerciſes) 
but in the ſeveral boardipg houſes as part of the 


daily 
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daily prayers, which are attended by the ſcholars. 
Many advantages, it is hoped, will ariſe from 
ſuch a regulation, one in particular, which ſeems 
of very great importance, viz. that by theſe, 
means there will be regularly every day laid 
before the ſcholars a ſtrong deſcription of ſome 
one of the different kinds of virtue, one of the 
moſt noble leſſons for forming their minds and 
habits, the | beſt ſubject for their thoughts and 
model for their imitation. 

., Accordingly a form of prayers ſo drawn up is 
ſubjoined to this preface. The compiler would. 
have great reaſon: to eſteem himſelf very happy, 
if he had been in any degree able to perform what 
is his little ſhare of the following papers, an- 
ſwerably to the great benevolence of the deſign, 
or the ſtill infinitely greater dignity and majeſty 
of the ſubject. But as it is, he can only wiſh that 
it had been in his power to have better ſupport- 
ed them. He has however taken care, that the 
firſt impreſſion of this book ſhould conſiſt only 
of a very ſmall number of copies, in order that 
he may take the earlieſt opportunity of correcting 
in a ſecond edition the errors which may have 
eſcaped him in this. 

- On the whole he begs leave to offer to the rea- 
der's conſideration an abridged paſſage or two 
from the writings of that noble author, whoſe 
knowledge and abilities will always be of the 
greateſt honour to the Britiſh nation.

It is ſubmitted, whether or no this Aeſderatum 
may not be in ſome meaſure ſupplied by a work 
of the following kind; ſuppoſing it to be drawn up 
with ſufficient abilities and afterwards made uſe 
of with proper diligence and prudence in places 
deſigned for the education of youth. It is cer- 
tainly the intent at leaſt of ſuch a book, that by 
being made part of the daily employment of the 
ſcholars, it may encourage in them the practice 
of good actions, ſuch a practice as may form 
them by degrees to a laſting habit of religion and 
virtue. 

As an additional argument in favour of this de- 
ſign, it may not be amils to produce another 
paſſage from the ſame author (ibid.) in which 
he propoſes a general method of moral improve- 
ment, which, in the deſign of this book is ne- 
ceſſarily united with the other particular methods 
hinted at in the above quotation,

It may not be improper to add, that the follow- - 
ing collection makes a part only of a larger plan 
of moral inſtitution ; and that although the goſ- 
pel morality may be eſteemed abundantly ſuffi- 
cient 
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tient to lead our minds to religious perfection, 
yet there are occafions and ſeaſons, when other 
ſyſtems may be made ſubſetvjent to it, in advanc- 
ing the ſame great end. 

With this view, two other works are preparing 
for the preſs. The one is a, courſe of ethical in- 
ſtitution exemplified in the life of Socrates from 
the Greek moraliſts, particulatly Xenophon and 
Plato. This is in Greek, and intended for lefſons 
in the upper forms. 

The other is in Engliſh, and is meant to give 
a moral hiſtory of the world, in ſetting forth "the 
great and beneficent actions of the illuſtrious, men 


of all ages and nations: . Auer 8 hos 1 Me hrs Nuala. 


= ſupport the propriety of theſe” aids to the 
goſpel ethics, another quotation from the ſame 
great man may not be unſeaſonable. "TT

debet, ejuſque præceptis morigera eſſe, ita tamen 
ut & ipſa, intra ſuos limites, haud pauca ſana & 
utilia documenta continere poſſit. 

But that this whole plan of inſtruction may fully 


anſwer the great end propoſed, it is to be hoped 
| a 4 that 
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that the ſcholars will on their part give due atten? 
tion to it, not only while they continue in theſe 
places of education, but during the courſe of their 
future lives; for certainly the examples of the 
great and good in all ages, the doctrines of Socra- 
tes, and far above all, the doctrines and example 
of our bleſſed Lord and Maſter, | ſhould be con- 
ſidered always as deſerving their firſt attention. 
Amidſt the vain and diſappointing purſuits in which 
their worldly buſineſs will engage them, theſe will 
lend them their aid and ſupport in purſuing that 
object which alone will never fail. For they 
ſhould always fix this truth deep in their memo- 
ries, that as their preſent education prepares them 
for their future conduct in this world; ſo alſo the 
whole life of man upon earth in all it's changes, 
and in all it's trials, is nothing elſe than one great 
uninterrupted courſe of education, preſcribed by 
the Father of all wiſdom and goodneſs, and qua- 
lifying our ſouls for that eternity which he hath 
prepared for us.

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The beginning of the Goſpel of Jeſus 


Chriſt. In the days of Herod, the king of 
Judea, the angel Gabriel was ſent from God

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When any one (careleſsly) heareth the 
word of God, and doth not (give himſelf the 
trouble to ſtudy, and) underſtand it; then 
cometh the wicked one, and taketh away the 
word which was ſown in his heart, This is 
he which received ſeed by the wayſide. But 
he that received the ſeed into a rock, the 
ſame is he that heareth the word, but taketh 
no care that the word ſhould be deeply root- 
ed in his heart. He has no root ; he endureth 


for a while; but when temptation or perſe- 


cution ariſeth, immediately he falleth away, 
He alſo that received ſeed among the thorns, 
is he that heareth the word of God; but the 
cares of this world, and the deceitfulneſs 
of riches, and the vain pleaſures of this life, 
and the luſts of other things, choke the word; 
and it becometh unfruitful. But he that re- 
ceived ſeed into the good ground, is he who 
heareth the word; underſtandeth it; and 
keepeth it in an honeſt and good heart; who 
alſo bringeth forth fruit; and beareth ſome 
times thirty; ſometimes ſixty; ſometimes an 
hundred fold. 
So indeed groweth the word of God, as if 
a man ſhould caſt ſeed into the ground. The 
_ bringeth forth firſt the blade ; then the 
; then the full corn in the ear, Where- 
— then ſhall we liken the Goſpel of 
G 3 righteouſs 
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. or with what compariſon, ſhall 
we compare it? It is like a grain of muſtard 
ſeed ; which when it is ſown in the earth, 
is leſs than all ſeeds: But when it has taken 
root, it groweth up ; and becometh greater 
than all herbs; it becometh a tree, and 
ſhooteth out great branches ; ſo that the fowls 
of the air may lodge under the ſhadow C Ik.

But Jeſus turn- 
ing about, and looking on his diſciples, re- 
buked Peter; and ſaid unto him: Get thee 
behind me, Satan: Thou art an offence un- 
to me, For thou ſavoureſt not the things

And he called the people unto him, with 
his diſciples alfo, and faid: Let theſe fay- 
ings fink down into your ears.

And when they were now at 
the deſcent of the mount of Olives, nigh to 
the city, the whole multitude that ent be 
fore and came after, began to rejoice, and 
praiſe God ; for all the mighty works, that 
they had ſeen. And he entered into Jeru- 
ſalem. 

And the whole city was moved; ſaying, 
Who is this? And the multitude ſaid ; This 
is Jeſus, the prophet of Nazareth in Galilee.

Maſter, rebuke thy diſciples : and he anſwers 
ed, and ſaid unto them; I tell you, that if 
theſe ſhould hold their peace ; the 5 ſtones 
would immediately cry out. 

And ſome of Jeruſalem ſaid; Is not this 
he, whom they ſeek to kill? And behold, 
he ſpeaketh boldly. 

And Jeſus went into the temple of God ; 
and there, the blind and the lame came FF 
him, and he healed them. But the chief 
prieſts and ſcribes, though they ſaw the won-

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derful things, which he did ; yet believed 
they not in him : but came unto him, and de- 
manded a ſign. And Jeſus ſaid unto them: 
deſtroy this temple ; (ſpeaking of the tem- 
ple of his body) and I will build it again in

Then ſaid he to the blind man, Go; * 
in the pool of Siloam. He went his way, 
as he was commanded, and waſhed, and came 
ſeeing. The neighbours therefore, and they 
which before had ſeen him, faid ; Is not this 
he, who fat, and begged? ſome ſaid, this is 
he; others ſaid, it is like him. But he ſaid, 
I am he, And they brought him to the 
Phariſees, and they called his parents, and 
afked them, faying, Is this your ſon, who, 
ye ſay, was born blind? How then doth he 
now ſee? His parents anſwered : We know 


that this is our ſon, and that he was born 


blind; but by what means he now ſeeth, 


we know not. Then his neighbours, and 


the Phariſees ſaid unto him; How were thine 
eyes opened ? 

He anſwered, and ſaid, A man, Fe is 
called Jeſus, faid unto me, Go; waſh in the 
pool of Siloam; and I went, and waſhed ; 
and I received fight, They ſay unto the blind 
man again; What ſayeſt thou of him, that 

f ot he 
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he hath thus opened thy eyes? he ſaid; He 
is a prophet. Then ſaid ſome of the Phari- 
ſees; This man is not of God, becauſe he 
keepeth not the Sabbath day; others ſaid; 
How can a man, that is a ſinner, do ſuch 
miracles? and there was a diviſion 

them. And they called the man again, and 


ſaid; Give God the praiſe : we know, that 


this man is a finner; he keepeth not the 
Sabbath day. The man anſwered, and faid; 
One thing I know: that, whereas I was 
blind, I now ſee. And he it is, that hath 
opened my eyes. How can a man, that is a 
ſinner, do ſuch things? if he were not of 
God, he could do nothing, Then they re- 
viled him; and faid unto. him, Doſt thou 
teach us? have any of the chief rulers be- 
lieved on him? and they caſt him out. For 
they had agreed already; that if any man did 
confeſs, that he was the Chriſt, he ſhould 
be put out of the ſynagogue; Nevertheleſs, 


among the chief rulers alſo, many believed 


on Jeſus ; but becauſe of the Phariſees they 
did not confeſs it; leſt they ſhould be put out 
of the ſynagogue ; for they loved the praiſe 
of men, more than the praiſe of God,

on this figtree, and find none. Cut it down.

Except ye repent, and bring forth fruits 
worthy of repentance, ye ſhall all likewiſe 
periſh, Theſe things fay I unto Len, 1 


you may be ſaved. 


Jeſus ſaid, I am come a light into this 
world ; that whoſoever believeth in me 
ſhould not abide in darkneſs, But ye love 
darkneſs rather than light; becauſe your 
deeds are evil. For every one that doth evil 
hateth the light; neither cometh to it; leſt 
his deeds ſhould be reproved. But be that 
doth (what is good, and agreeable to) truth, 
cometh to the light; that his deeds may be 
made manifeſt, that they are rought in God. 

I am come a light into the world; and the 
world receiveth me not. Verily, the queen 
of the ſouth ſhall riſe up in judgment with 
the men of this generation ; and ſhall condemn 

them; 
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them : for ſhe came from the uttermoſt 
of the earth, to hear the wiſdom of Solomon; ; 
and behold; a greater than Solomon is here. 
. Jeſus upbraided the cities, wherein moſt 
of his mighty works were done; becauſe they 
repented not. Wo unto thee, Chorazin! Wo 
unto thee, Bethſaida! For if the mighty 
works which were done in you, had been 
done in * Tyre and Sidon, they would have 
repented long ago. But I fay unto you ; that 
it ſhall be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon 
at the day of judgment, than for you. And 
thou, Capernaum, which art exalted to hea- 
ven, ſhalt be brought down to hell; for if 
the mighty works, which have been done in 
| thee, had been done in Sodom, it would 

have remained unto this day. X 
And thou, O Jeruſalem, Jeruſalem ! 0 
that thou, even thou, hadſt known, at leaſt 
in this day, the things that belong to thy 
peace ! The days of tribulation, and deſtructi- 
on, and vengeance are coming upon thee, 
Your houſe is left unto you deſolate. O how 
often would I have gathered thy children to- 
gether, even as a hen gathereth her chickens 

under her wings; and ye would not! 
Verily in this generation is fulfilled the 
prophecy of Ifaias ; ſeeing, they ſee not; and 
N. B. viz, Ezekiel, Ifaiah, Jeremiah and the other prophets. 
hearing, 
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hearing, they hear not; neither do they un- 
derſtand. For the heart of this generation is/ 
waxed groſs; and their ears are dull of hear- 
ing; and their eyes have they themſelves 
cloſed; leſt at any time they ſhould ſee with 
their eyes, and hear with their ears, and 


ſhould underſtand in their heart, and ſhould 


be converted, and be healed. But bleſſed 
(aid he to his diſciples) are your eyes, for 
they ſee; and your ears, for they hear. |

And the Phariſees and Abf. miete ent 
officers to take jeſus: Jeſus was then preach- 
ing unto the people, And the officers re- 
turned to the chief prieſts and Phariſees; and 
they faid unto them, Why have you not 
brought him? the officers anſwered: never 
man ſpake like this man. Then ſaid the 
Phariſees, Are ye alſo decev el? 

And they ſought to deſtroy Jeſus ; ; and 
they watched him; and ſent forth ſpies, 
which ſhould feign themſelves juſt men; that 
they might take hold of his words, and 
might deliver him unto the power and au- 
thority of the governor. | 

The chief prieſts, and the elders of the 
people aſſembled together unto 'the palace of 
the high prieſt. And Satan entered into Ju- 
das, who was one of the number of the 
apoſtles ; and he went his way ; and com- 
muned 
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muned with the chief prieſts and captains, 
how he might betray Jeſus unto them, in 
the abſence of the multitude, (For the mul. 
titude were attentive to hear him,) And Ju- 
das ſaid, What will ye give me; and Twill 
deliver him unto you? And when they heard 
it, they were glad; and promiſed to give 
him money; and covenanted with him for 
thirty pieces of ſilver. And he promiſed; 
and from that time ſought opportunity to 
betray him unto them.

And the Phariſees anſwered : He will mi 
ſerably deſtroy thoſe wicked men ; and will 
let out his vineyard to other huſbandmen, 
who ſhall render him the fruits in their fea- 
ſon, Jeſus anſwered, therefore I fay unto 
you, ſcribes and Phariſees, the kingdom of 
God ſhall be taken from you ; and given to 
a nation, bringing forth the fruits thereof.

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There came certain Greeks unto Philip, 
ſaying z Sir, we would ſee Jeſus.

ESU 8 ſaid undo the chief tata) 
9552 and captains and to the elders, who 

were come to him; and to the mul- 
titude : I was daily with you in the temple ; 
and fat teaching there. And are ye now 
come out. with ſwords and ſtaves, againſt 
me, as againſt a thief? Then they led him 
away; and brought him to the houſe of 
Caiaphas, the high prieſt; where all the ſcribes, 
and elders, and chief prieſts were aſſembled. 

The high prieſt then aſked Jeſus concern- 
ing his diſciples, and his doctrine.

T ſeems neceſſary to repreſent to the rea- 
der, that this fourth book was originally

But on entering into the ſubject, it was found 
that, though the account of our Lord's reſurrecti- 
on and aſcenſion was related by the Evangeliſts in 
2 conciſe, plain, hiftorical manner; yet in ſeveral 
other parts of the ſcriptures, theſe events were al- 
luded to, and the glory of heaven deſcribed with 
the greateſt ſublimity of thought and language. 
It was alſo found, that the deſcription of the ge- 
neral reſurrection and judgment; and of the end of 
this world ; the creation of new heavens and earth, 
wherein dwelleth righteouſneſs ; and the heavenly 
manſions of the bleſſed Spirits (as ſhadowed out in 
the emblematical deſcription of the glory of the 
new Jeruſalem) did all of them abound with the 
moſt ſublime and beautiful, the moſt poetical ideas. 
"BY It 
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It was therefore thought, that it * not . 
improper to draw up theſe leſſons in ſuch a man- 
ner, as might make them proper matter for the 
poetical exerciſes of the ſchool ; (the Saturday's 
exerciſe always conſiſting of ſome ſacred poetry), 
and on that account to. introduce in them many 
beautiful paſſages from the prophets, &c. moſt of 
which paſſages have been indeed by the moſt ap- 
proved writers thought very applicable to- theſe 
particular ſubjects: but all of them, it is hoped, 
will in this form be ſubſervient to the great end 
propoſed by theſe papers, as well as contribute to 
give to the ſcholars ſome taſte of the. excelleney of 
the ſacred poetry; of that poetry, which was ſo 
much ſtudied by the greateſt poet that ever adorn- 
ed this nation. : 

If in the laſt leſſon (in whieh the rene charac- 
ters of the great and holy men of antiquity are col- 
lected from the ſcriptures) there ſhould be thought 
to be taken rather too much liberty, the author 
begs pardon for it, and hopes it will be forgiven 
on account of the good intention: for if the de- 
ſcription of the great and virtuous dead given by 
Virgil and other heathen authors is thought ſo ſub- 
lime, why ſhould not a collection of this kind be 
attempted to be made from the ſacred writings, 
when it may be done with infinitely more ma- 
jeſty, truth, and uſefulneſs. 

It was however thought proper on ſeveral ac- 
counts to ſeparate the whole of theſe poetical leſ- 
ſons entirely from the evangelical hiſtory, and

And 
in the garden a new fepulchre; wherein was 
never man laid: it was Joſeph's own ſepul- 
chre, which he had hewn out of the rock 
for himſclf. There did Joſeph therefore lay 
Jeſus in his own tomb. And the women 
which came with him from Galilee followed 
after. And Joſeph rolled a great ſtone unto the 
door of it and departed ; but Mary Magda-

This their exceeding great 
weight of glory and felicity ſhall be eternal. 
For they are all now come to the holy mount,

Eye hath not ſeen! nor ear heard: neiches 
hath it entered into the heart of man to con- 
ceive the good things which God hath pre- 
pared for thoſe that love him. No good 
thing ſhall he withhold from thoſe that 
love him, and have kept all his command- 
ments. With his whole heart, and his whole 
mind in bleſſing will he bleſs them : he will 
rejoice over them to do them good, both now 
and for evermore.
